We believe that it is universally ad- 
mitted by all believers in revelation, 
that no persons could receive into their 
hearts, the things taught by these men, 
and practice the duties they required, 
without obtaining the promises made 
by them; for if this were not the case, 
it would be worse than folly to hold 
them up to view as messenge 
God to bless the nations.

Paul says, when writing to the Gal- 
atians, first chapter, 8 and 9 verses.— 
“But though an heav- 
en preach an r gospel unto you 
than that which we have preached un- 
to you, let him be accursed. As we 
said before, so say | now again, if any 
man preach any other gos | unto you 
than that ye have received, let him be 
accursed.” In all their teachings they 
held themselves up to view as the only 
teachers of righousness which were 
approved of in the world, and that 
their mission was not necessary on! 
for the salvation of a part of the world, 
but all of it; yea every creature in it. 
It mattered not what progress the world 
had made in the knowledge of other 
things: in the knowledge of the science 
of salvation, they had retrogaded, until 
there were none doing good, no not one. 
And unless God had sent the apostles, 
or others authorized as they were, the 
world must have perished: every crea- 
{ure in it must have been damned: for 
they were to gqinto all the world, and 

reach the gospel to every creature, 
fe, (that is, every creature ) that believ- 
ed and was baptized, should be saved; 
but he, (that is, every creature) that be- 
lieved not, should be damned. Had 
there been. one ereature in all the world 
who wagina state.of ‘salvation, or 
could haVe attained that state without 
the apostles, this commission would 
not have been correct, that is, that eve- 
ry creature in all the world who did 
not believe them and be baptized by 
their direction should be damned.

Had the leaders of the Jew 
never corrupted the law nor coavaenill 
the prophets, they would never have 
been overthrown: for they would have 
réceived their Mesiah when he came, 
and have escaped “the wrath to come.”

The apostle Paul in the epistle to 
the Romans, gives us a minute descrip- 
tion of both the Gentiles and the Jews 
in his day; in the Ist chap. commenc- 
ing with the 20 verse, he thus describes 
the state of the Gentiles, “Because 

when they knew. God, they glorified 
him not as God, neither were thankful; 

ut became, vain in their imaginations, 
and their foolish heart was darkened. 
Professing themselves to be wise they 
became fools, and changed the glory of 
the incorruptible God into an image 
made like to corruptible man, and to 
birds, and four footed beasts, and 
creeping things. Wherefore God also 
gave them upto uncleaness, through 
the lust of their own hearts to dishonor 
their own bodies between thomselves:

ture more than the Creators, who is 
blessed, forever, Amen,” The a- 
postle continues his descri otion of the 
Gentiles to the close of the chapter, 
which the reader may examing.at his.

In the 3d chap. of this same epistle,, 
he gives a description of the Jews alse,. 
commencing with the 9th verse to the 
close of the 18th, we have the follow- 
ing description. ‘What then? are we 
better than they? No in no. wise: for 
we have before proved both Jews and 
Gentiles, that they are all under sin, 
as itis written. There is none right- 
ous, no, not one. There is none that 
understandeth, there is none that seek- 
eth after God. They are all gone out 
of the way, they are together become 
unprofitable: there is none that doeth 
good, no, not one. Their throat isan 
open sepulchre; with their tongues they. 
have used deceit; the poison of asps is 
under their lips; whose mouth is full 
of cursing and bitterness. Their feet 
are swiftto shed blood. Destruction 
and misery are in their ways: and, the 
way of peace have they not knowa,— 
There is no fear of God before their 
eyes.” In the 19th verse he says, 
“Now we know, that what things soev- 
er the law’saith, it saith to them. whio 
are under the law, that every mouth 
may be stopped, and all the world may 
become guilty before God,” In’ so 
saying the apostle gives his readers to 
understand that the preceeding quota- 
tions, ¢aken from the Psalms, were 
applicable to the Jews and to Mle Jews 
on’ for they were the persons to 
whom the law was given, dad they and 
they only were underthe law, ‘(Now 
what things soever the law saith, it 
saith to them that are under the law.” 
So the apostles make a direct applica- 
tion of what he here said to the Jews, 
as they were the people, and the only 
people, who were under the law.
